PENNSYLVANIA OFFICER SHOT 
IN SACCO-VANZETTI OUTBREAK 


State Trooper Killed at Acmetonia After 
He and Comrades Disperse Protest Meet- 
= With Clubs and Gas Bombs. 


By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 22.—A 


State trooper was shot and killed 
during a Sacco-Vanzetti demonstra- 
tion at Acmetonia, near Springdale, 
today. The trooper, Private John 


J. Downey of the Greensburg bar- 
racks, was shot while-assisting in 
breaking up a meeting of some 
2000 Sacco-Vanzetti sympathizers. 

Towney, accompanied by other 
troopers, sought to carry out orders 
of Sheriff Robert Braun nott per- 
mit the meeting. When the Sher- 
iff’s announcement was made to 
the crowd there were jeers and 
hisses. The troopers charged, us- 
ing gas bombs and riot clubs. The 
crowd soon dispersed. 

After quiet had been restored the 
troopers sought to keep the meet- 
ing place cleared. It was then that 
Downey was shot. A man was ar- 
rested, but Robert McKay, store- 
keeper at Acmetonia, said the 
prisoner was not the slayer. The 


slayer, McKay said, was about 25 
years old and of dark complexion. 

Fearing further trouble, state 
troopers, in reserve at Greensburg, 
were rushed to the scene. 

The demonstration and killing 
occurred in the heart of the Alle- 
gheny County coal mining region, 
where many mines are operating 
non-union. 

Downey. according to eye wit- 
nesses, was directing several other 
troopers in dispersing smal! crowds 
when a man drew a pistol and 
fired pointblank at close range. 

According to the police, Pietro 
Allegra, of New York, was in 
charge of the demonstration. When 
troopers told him of the Sheriff's 
edict, they said, he asked those 
present if they desired to disperse. 
There was silence. When he asked 
if they wanted to continue the 
meeting, the troopers said, he was 
greeted with cheers. The crowd 
pressed forward and the troopers 
charged.

W. Va.,‘ construction foreman, was

Warrants are being prepared in 
Federal Court at Steubenville 
against three of the _ assailants, 
charging them with violation of the 
Federal order restraining union 
sympathizers from congregating 
near the mines. 

Hathaway, Chalker and Ander- 
son were driving to the mine in an 
automobile, when the crowd 
ewooped down on them and deluged 
the car with bricks, stones and 
eggs.

In addition, Mrs. Anna Smith, 
who owns the patent on the me- 
chanical rabbit used in grewhound 
races, has, through her representa- 
tive, Thomas Keen, refused to le 
the Bender syndicate have the use 
of the rabbit on account of the lo- 
cation of the park. 

She is quoted by Keen as believ- 
ing the track is too close to St. 
Francis Xavier’s Church, part of 
the St. Louis University property. 
The International Greyhound Asso- 
ciation also opposes the use of the 
rabbit, because it is the policy of 
the association to locate the race 
tracks in county territory rather 
than within the limits of cities. 

There is a clause in St. Louis 
University’s lease which provides 
it may be broken if the terms of 
the contract are rot followed. There 
has been intimation that efforts 
would be made on the part of the 
trustees of the A. H. Handlan es- 
tate, which owns the park, to con- 
tend the school broke its contract 
by failing to keep the stands in re- 
pair. If that contention is made, 
the schoql will resist by injunction 
action. 

The lease may be broken on 60 
days’ notice if the park is sold, or 
leased for a period of 10 years or 
more. Sixty days’ notice, however, 
would effectually block plans of 
the syndicate to operate the track 
in opposition to the two county 
tra¢ks his fall.

Wayne B. Wheeler, Ag-

— Gifford Pinchot, former Governor 
of Pennsylvania, addressing the

Against Aicoholism last night, ‘as- , 


rgailed: Andrew W. Mellon, “Secretary 
‘of the Treasury, as: being the “chief 
obstacle . to~- complete- enforcement 
of Federal prohibition in the United 
States.” 

“Back of him and therefore 
chiefly. . responsible, is President 
Coolidge,” the speaker: declared. 
Much of the former Governor's. ad- 
dress was devoted to a resumption 
of his attack on Secretary Mellon 
whom he charged with refusing to 


“For many. ‘reasons, Secretary 
‘Mellon -is utterly unfit--to have 
charge of the enforcement of the} 
eighteenth -amendment,” Pinchot | 
declared. - “First, -he.is-wet. When 
appointed - -as - Secretary- -of -the/- 
Treasury, Mellon.was, if not the! 
largest,. one of the largest makers, 
of. whisky in’ America through’ his 
ownership in thé Overhold’ dis- 
tillery. Both because of his per- 
sonal views and his business inter- 
ests he was just the wrong man to 
enforce the law. The result has 
proved it. 4 
Talks Dry, Acts Wet, He Charges. 

“The trouble with the Coolidge 
administration is that it has talked 
in favor of the drys but acted in 
favor of the wets. President Cool- 
idge personally obeys the law. He 
has, it is true, said in messages to 
Congress that the law ought to be 
observed and ought to be enforced. 
He did, it is true, call a conference 
of Governors on law enforcement, 
the result of which was utterly 
nothing. I was there and I know. 

“Under the Coolidge administra- 
tion there has been dry talk 
enough to keep the drys contente4 
—most of them—pbut not dry action 
enough to keep the wets from get- 
ting all the drink they wanted.” 

Says Law Can Be Enforced. 

After relating his experiences as 
Governor of Pennsylvania, Pinchot 
declared emphatically that prohi- 
bition can be enforced. 

“My four years of struggle to 
make Pennsylvania dry have con- 
vinced me that what is needed to 
enforce the law is just one thing— 
a determination to see that the law 
is enforced,” he said. 

“During these four years of in- 
cessant effort to enforce the law, 
the chief obstacle against which I 
had to contend was not the boot- 
leggers and wet politicians, and it 
was not the brewers and distilleries. 
The chief obstacle was the Federal 
Government in Washington. The 
thing which hampered me beyond 
all else was the refusal of Andrew 
Melion to have the law enforced. 


Calls on President for Action. 

“When the eighteenth amend- 
ment was first passed, criminals 
generally assumed that the Govern- 
ment would respect and enforce its 
own Constitution. Consequently the 
figures of crime, poverty and drink 
steadily declined until Secretary 
Mellon came into office. The pres- 
ent enormous development of boot- 
legging has taken place entirely un- 
der Mellon's administration. If he 
had done his duty it never would 
have taken place at all. 

“T call upon President Coolidge 
to put the * hole power and influ- 
ence of his office, vigorously be- 
hind the Constitution of the Unfted 
States and thus cure a cancer that 
earries infection tc every part of 
our country—a cancer which the 
President and the President alone 
can cure.” 

Wayne B. Wheeler Also Speaks, 

Prohibition statutes in America 
not only are right, but enforceable, 
declared Wayne B. Wheeler, gen- 
eral counse! and legislative super- 
intendent of the Antisaloon League 
of America in another address.

m. The group will include, besides 
the Warden and Deputy Warden 
James L. Hogsett, the medical ex- 
‘aminer of Suffolk county, Dr. 
George Burgess Magrath; the pri- 
son physician, Dr. Joseph I, Mc- 
Laughlin; the surgeon general of 
the Massachusetts National Guard, 
Dr. Frank P. Williams; Sheriff 
William H. Capen of Norfolk Coun- 
ty, and W. E. Playfair of the As- 
sociated Press.

BOSTON, Aug. 22.—-The Citl- 
wens’ National Committee for the 
Gacco-Vanzetti defense yesterday 
made public a letter which the 
committee said Nicola Sacco wrote 
to his son. The letter, dated Aug. 
18, follows: 

“Charlestown State Prison, 

Aug. 18, 1927. 

“My Dear Son and Companion: 

“Since the day I saw you last I 
had always the idea to write you 


this letter, but the length of my ' 


hunger strike and the thought I 
might not be able to explain myself 
made me put it off all this time. 

“The other day I ended my hun- 
ger strike and just as soon as I did 
that I thought of you to write to 
you, but I find that I did not have 
enough strength and I cannot fin- 
ish it at one time. However, I 
want to get it down in any way 
before they take wus again to the 
death house, because it is my con- 
victioh that just- as soon as the 
court refuses a new trial to us 
they will take us there. And be- 
tween Friday and Monday, if noth- 
ing happens they will electrocute 
us, right after midnight on Aug. 
22. Therefore, here I am, right 
with you with love and with open 
heart as ever I was yesterday. 

“J never thought that our in- 
separable life could be separated, 
but the thought of seven dolorous 
-years makes it seem it did come, 
but then it has not changed really 
the unrest and the heart beat of 
affection. That has remained as 
it was. More, I say that our in- 
effable affection reciprocal is to- 
day more than any other time, of 
course, That is not only a great 
deal, put it is grand, because you 
can see the real ‘brotherly love, 
not only in joy but also and more 
in the struggle cf suffering. Re- 
‘momber this, Daate, we have dem- 
onstrated this and, modesty apart, 
we are proud cf it. 

We Have Suffered Much. 
“Much we have suffered during 
the long Calvary. We protest to- 
day as we protested yesterday. We 
protest alwsys for our freedom.

In the meantime Arthur D. Hill, 
chief of the Sacco-Vanzetti de- 
fense, and three colleagues, had 
gone by automobile, steamer and 
motor boat to Isle-au-Haut to see 
Justice Stone. / 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence, at which only Justice Stone, 
Hill and his three associates were 
present, Justice Stone gave out the 
following memorandum: 
“Application considered and de- 
nied without prejudice or applica- 
tion to any other Justice. I con- 
cur in the view expressed by Jus- 
tive Holmes as to the merits of the 
application and action of counsel in 
presenting it." 

Congressman La Guardia of New 
York flew from Mitchel Field to 
the East Boston ezirport this after- 
poon and went to the State House 
to plead with Gov. Fuller in behalf 
of Sacco and Vanzetti. When he 
left the Governor after a confer- 
ence of a few minutes La Guardia 
said; “It's a thousand to one chance 
for them.”

POLICE NAB 107 
PIGKETS AT STATE 
HOUSE IN BOSTON 


Street Paraders Gather 
Early and Number Stead- 
ily Increases—Ignore Or- 
ders to Disperse. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, Aug. 22.-—Sacco-Van- 


zetti pickets gathered eaffy at the 
S.iate House today. Fifty police- 
men, held in reserve there, made 
52 arrests when the demonstrators 
ignored orders to stop parading in 


Beacon street. 

But despite the arrests the num- 
ber of pickets increased steadily. 
Forty-twe more arrests were made, 
As the officers were starting for 
the police station three more pick- 
ets began walking up and down in 
front of the State House. They 
also were promptly arrested. 
Powers Hapgood, a Harvard 
graduate and son of Norman Hap- 
good, the editor, who has been a 
le.der in Sacco-Vanzetti. demon- 
strations, was arrested today for 
the fifth time and was sent to the 
Psychopathic Hospital for observa- 
tion. 

By mid-afternoon the number of 
arrests totaled 107. 

Efforts of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
Defense Committee to have mem- 
bers of tabor unions in Boston g0 
on @ sympathy strike today had 
brought about 300 workers out up 
to noon'today. The full result of 
the committee’s appeal could not 
be told until a canvass of the 
needle trades workers had been 
mide in the afternoon. Labor 
union officers had refused to sanc 
tion a strike, 

Several men and women were 
arrested on Boston Common yes- 
terday when police charged into a 
group of about 20 persons carrying 
placards bearing inscriptions relat- 
ing to the Sacco-Vanzetti case. A 
crowd of several thousands were 
dispersed and scattered about the 
Common. 

A few minutes previously the po- 
lice had arrested Miss Paula Hol- 
laway of New York, who appeared 
on the Common wearing a red 
slicker which bore, on the back, 
the appeal: “Save Sacco and Van- 
zetti. Is justice dead?” 

A crowd of between 3000 and 
4000 had gathered on the Common 
as the result of an announcement 
that pickets would appear there 
despite the cancellation of all 
speaking permits. The pickets 
failed to show up as soon as ex- 
pected and the crowd was milling 
about apparently in good humor 
when Miss Hollaway appeared. 
After her arrest the others ar- 
rived and the crowd gathered about 
them. Mounted and foot police at- 
tempted to break up the gathering 
and as the pickets separated the 
officers arrested them. The crowd 
alternately cheered and booed. 
Before the excitement had sub- 
sided the crowd had increased to 
10,000 persons, most of whom ap- 
peared to be present solely as on- 
lookers. It was the largest assem- 
bly yet held fn this city in the in- 
terests of Sacco and Vanzettil. 


Guards Increased Around Govern- 
ment Buildings in Washington.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The 
public buildings of the national 
capital today were patrolled by 
augmented forces of guards to cope 
with any reprisal attempts by Sac- 
co-Vanzetti sympathizers. 

The greatest safety measures 
were taken at the ‘Capitol where 
a force of 100 men, many of them 
armed with rifles, were on duty, 
while only holders of special passes 
and employes were permitted to 
enter the  building..- The police 
force, however, continued much of 
its usual routine without cancella- 
tion of leaves or days off with the 
exception of the plain clothes de- 
tectives whose days off were can- 
celled for all this week. 


Strike Spreads All Over

About 2000 attended the Sacco- 
Vanzetti meeting at Pre St. Ger- 
vais, a few miles outside of Paris,

The orators appealed to respond 
to a general strike order, which 
they said would be sent out by the 
communist party today. The dem- 
onstration was without incident 
Similar meetings were held at 
Avignon, Nimes and Havre. Only 
at Havre were the police forced to 
interfere. A few of the manifes- 
tants were slightly injured. 

Seventy communists called at the 
American Embassy today and pre- 
sented to Sheldon Whitehouse, the 
Charge d’Affaires, a resolution ask- 
ing the release of Sacco and Van- 
zetti. They wanted to argue the 
merits of the case, but Whitehouse 
refused. The delegation was head- 
ed by Deputy Alexandre Piquemal, 
secretary of the extremist branch 
of the French Federation of Labor. 
Whitehouse said he did not expect 
any trouble.

Sought since last October on a 
charge of homicide in connection 
with the murder of Mason Adams, 
a printer, of 5565 Maffitt avenue, 
who was fatally injured in a street 
holdup, Perey Wallace, a Negro, of 
3104 Wash street was arrested Sat- 
urday night at Twenty-second and 
Morgan streets after detectives had 
recognized him.

Wallace readily admitted 
participation in the robbery of 
Adams, but denied he had any- 
thing to do with beating him, the 
detective said. Wallace, 
charged, said Brown hit Adams, 
and that he (Wallace) then took 
the money and watch from Adams’ 
pockets. 

Adams was accosted by two Ne- 
groes as he walked from the Coli- 
seum the evening of Oct. 23 to- 
wards his machine, parked at 
Twenty-third street and Washing- 
ton avenue.

Says Impartial Inquiry Made. 

Farnum, in refusing the attor- 
neys’ request said the examination 
already made and checked tended 
to insurs as impartial an examina- 
tion as could be obtained.

3 BRITISH PLANES IN- 
SCHNEIDER CUP RACE 


Special Types Developed for 
Air Contest to. Be Held 
at Venice, Sept. 25. 


Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—Great 
Britain, seeking to recapture the 
Schneider Cup for seaplanes, lost 
to her in 1923, has developed three 


distinct types of machines for the 
race at’.Venice, Sept. 25, and is 
building seven planes of these 
types. Three will be of the super- 
marine Napier S85 type, three of the 
Gloster-Naier IV and one Short- 
Bristol, the Crusader. Only three 
will be entered. 

The Crusader, a tiny low-winged 
monoplane, is described by its 
partisans as the fastest machine in 
the world. It is the first plane 
built for racing which will have 
an air-cooled motor, a nine-cylin- 
der Bristol Mercury engine. The 
Crusader is the lightest air craft 
in the world. 

Its two long, narrow floats sup- 
port a short, slim fuselage. The 
wings are short and round-tipped. 
Both of the other types are fitted 
with Napier engines with frontal 
areas so greatly reduced that the 
side of the pilot determines the 
girth of the fuselage quite as much 
as the engine. 

The super-marine is a mono- 
piane with the radiators in the 
wings and the gasoline tanks in the 
Starboard float. This last feature 
is designed to counteract the ten- 
dency of airplanes to turn over in 
the opposite direction to the pro- 
peller’s rotation. The oil is cooled 
by passing through the fuselage on 
both sides. 

The Gloster is a biplane although 
many experts are convinced the 
monoplane has been demonstrated 
as the better type for racing. The 
radiators of this plane, too, are in 
the wings, which are of the multi- 
spar type and covered with lam- 
inated spruce. 

The team that will accompany 
these planes to Venice consists of 
Squadron Leader L. H.  Slatter, 
Flight Lieuts. S. M. Kinkead, H. 
N. Webster and O. E. Worsley and 
Flying Officers H. M. Schofield and 
T. H..Moon. The British believe 
one of their planes will take off 
the prize with a speed of about 
265 miles an hour for the entire 
course, as contrasted with 246 
miles for last year’s winner.

OT weather always brings up |

| -Briefly, and without trying to be 
technical, I want to tell you that 
first, last and always, all that a 
permanent wave pretends to do is 
put your straight hair, by scientific 
means, into a state of resembling 
naturally curly hair. The rest is up 
to the individual. 

It is too true that there are good 
permanent waves and bad ones. A 
few brief rules that always hoid 
will help you to get a good perma- 
nent instead of an inferior one. 

To have the hair permanently 
waved so that its texture and color 
are preserved and not marred, 
INSIST that the hair be wound 
around the curlers flatly ‘nstead’ 
of the strands being twisted and 
then wound around the curlers, 
This simple difference in winding 
is responsible for the wide differ- 
ence in waves. 

When the hair is wound flatly 
around the curlers, not only is the 
good condition of the hair pre- 
served but the hair can be shaped 
into the flat type of wave which 
so nearly resembles a marcel.

BUQUE, Ia., Aug. 22.—Some of the 
obstacics in the path of Upper Mis- 
sissippi River navigation have be- 
come manifest since 2 o'clock Fri- 
day morning, when the S&S &. 
Thorpe, new towboat of the Inland 
Waterways Corporation’s Upper 
River Division, tied up a mile be- 
low Davenport, Ia. 

From 4 o'clock Friday afternoon 
until 8 o'clock Saturday "orning, 
the Thorpe traveled 55 miles. She 
is on the way from St. Louls to 
Minneapolis, with a tow of four 
barges, to inaugurate upper .river 
service, having left St. Louis at 10 
o'clock last Monday Morning. 

Arriving at the Davenport levee 
shortly before 5 o'clock Friday 
morning, the Thorpe tied two of 
her barges at the banks and with 
the third barge proceeded across 
the river to Rock Island, IIL, 
where she picked . p a fourth barge 
containing 300 tons of implements. 
Because of the narrowness of the 
Government locks at Moline, IL. 
two miles above Davenport, and of 
Le Claire Locke. 15 miles above the 
Iowa city, officers of the Thorpe 
decided to relay the barges in twos 
through the locks. 

After running the first two 
barges through. he Thorpe fre- 
turned to Davenport at 12:30 p. m., 
picked up the remaining two, and 
at 4 p. m. got the tow of four tied 
up and under way from Le Claire 
Locks.

THORPE, D'J- 
BUQUE, la., Aug. 22.—Some of the 
obstacics in the path of Upper Mis- 
sissippi River navigation have be- 
come manifest since 2 o'clock Fri- 
day morning, when the S&S. _ 5&. 
Thorpe, new towboat of the Inland 
Waterways Corporation’s Upper 


River Division, tied up a mile be- 
low Davenport, Ia. 

From 4 o'clock Friday afternoon 
until 8 o’clock Saturday morning, 
the Thorpe traveled 55 miles. She 
ts on the way from St. Louis to 
Minneapolis, with a tow of four 
barges, to inaugurate upper,river 
service, having left St. Louis at 10 
o'clock last Monday morning. 

Apriving at the Davenport levee 
shortly before 5 o'clock Friday 
morning, the Thorpe tied two of 
her barges at the banks and with 
the third barge proceeded across 
the river to Rock Island, Iil., 
where she picked . p a fourth barge 
containing 3006 tons of implements. 
Because of the narrowness of the 
Government locks at Moline, IIl., 
two miles above Davenport, and of 
Le Claire Locke, 15 miles above the 
Iowa city, officers of the Thorpe 
decided to relay the barges in twos 
through the locks.

BIG ADVANCE NEXT YEAR > 
IN CIVIC: IMPROVEMENT OF 
‘ST. LOUIS WILL BE VISIBLE 


Clearing of Memorial and Union Station 
Plazas and Beginning of Auditorium 
Among Large Projects Arranged. 


Next year, if expectations of city 
officials are fulfilled, the Munici- 
pal Auditorium will be started; 
clearing of Memorial Plaza and 
Union Station Plaza and prepara- 
tions for widening Market street 
will be undertaken; several grade 
crossing eliminations will be com- 
menced and the southern railroad 
approach to the Municipal Bridge 
will be going up. 

These are among the important 
items provided for in the $87,372,- 
500 bond issue of 1923. Numerous 
other projects, for which bonds 
were voted, also are scheduled to 
be handled this year and next. 

Progress in the bond issue work 
is keeping pace with the schedule 
of bond issuance arranged by ordi- 
nance with a view to keeping the 
tax rate down. It was provided 
that $21,000,000 of bonds should 
be sold in 1923-26, aside from wa- 
terworks bonds, and the sales so 
far total $20,139,00.) plus $10,000,- 
000 of water bonds. In 1927-28, 
$15,000,000 of the issue is to be 
sold, besides $2,000,000 of water 
bonds. From 1929 to, 1933 the re- 
maining $40,000,000 in general 
bonds is to be sold. 

Next Year’s Projects. 

Condemnation ‘proceedings for 
the site of Memorial Plaza cover- 
ing 10 city blocks and running 
from City Hall to the Public Libra- 
ry and between Twelfth boulevard 
and Fifteenth street, are expected 
to be completed early next year. It 
is planned to pay the money into 
court to gain immediate posses- 
sion of the property upon filing of 
the special commissioner:’ report. 
Included in the $6,06v,000 plaza 
condemnation is the site of the 
$5,000,000 auditorium, from Four- 
teenth to Fifteenth street and run- 
ning south from Market street. The 
first contracts for its construction 
may be awarded in February, but 
its building will occupy two years. 

It will be about this time next 
year before condemnation proceed- 
ings for the Market street widen- 
ing, which includes the $2,600,000 
Union Station Plaza, will be fin- 
ished. The Union Station Plaza will 
occupy the two blocks bounded by 
Eighteenth, Twentieth, Market and 
Chestnut streets and provide at 
last an attractive view for arriv- 
ing travelers. The widening of 
Market street to make it a boule- 
vard comparable with widened 
Olive street, will extend from 
Seventh street to Vandeventer ave- 
nue, with a cutoff to Sixth and 
Walnut streets and a connection 
running east along Walnut to Third 
street. 

Success in growing grass and 
sOme plants in Washington Park, 
which surrounds City Hall and ad- 
jacent public buildings, encourages 
officials to believe grass can be 
planted in the two new plazas in- 
stead of paving them with tile. 
New Viaduct and Bridge Approach. 

Notable among railroad viaduct 
projects to be started is one to car- 
ry Arsenal street over the Frisco 
Railway yards, which has been or- 
dered. Several others of im- 
portance are under consideration 
Dut their locations have not been 
made public. 

Legislation has been passed for 
the southern bridge approach and 
Cc. E. Smith, engineer, has been en- 
gaged to design it. A year from 
now it will probably be in use. The 
advisability of building it has been 
a subject of controversy, but the 
bond issue provided $1,500,000 for 
it. Another bond item of equal size 
was for a northern rail approach 
on the East Side, but this is thought 
to have been given up. 

The contract for completing the

- We have used the 
Monroe doctrine to prevent sym- 
pathetic European nations going to 
their rescue when we abused them. 

“In our dealings with them we 
‘never allow them their day in 
court, and we ignore and disre- 
gard that principle of due process 
of law which our constitution safe- 
guards to all our citizens whenever 
their personal liber.ies or property 
rights are involved.” 

“Take All, Give Nothing.” 

Knowles asserted that while call- 
ing the Latin-American . nations 
backward, uneducated and unciv- 
ilized, America has made no Chris- 
tian move to remedy this condl- 
tion, and that our national policy 
has been to take all and give noth- 
ing, despite the promises which the 
Monroe Doctrine held out.

HOCKWORM DISEASE 
NEARLY WIPED OU 


Rockefeller Board Reports One 
of Three Anopheline Mos- 
guitoes Causes Malaria. 


Ry the Aesoriated Press. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—Hook- 
worm disease has almost disap- 
peared from the United States and 
is rapidly coming under control in 
many parts of the world, says a 
report of the International Health 
Board of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion for 1926. 

The greatest achievement, how- 
ever, the report asserts, is not the 
social and economic rehabilitation 
of more than 7,000,000 sufferers 
from the disease during the last 
15 years but the development of 
administrative measures which will 
prevent millions yet unborn from 
suffering from its ravages. 

Control of malaria is unfolding 
along the same lines that has led 
to the virtual extermination of 
hookworm disease, it is asserted, 
with the result that only in the ru- 
ral districts is the problem one of 
difficulty. 

The board's research experts 
have reached the conclusion that 
only one of the three anopheline 
mosquitoes is responsible for the 
transmission of malaria in the 
Southern’ states. The seasonal 
prevalence and breeding places of 
this mosquito are known, and it is 


destruction of the insect and con- 
trol the disease at a reasonable cost 
even in the rural districts,

to be primarily the problem of an 
administrative program, developed 
from epidemiological studies. 
Eventual eradication of the disease.

Alds in Beautifying Roads 


Government Shares Expense of Setting Out 
Maples and Other Hardwoods Along 
Highways Systems. 


Special to the Post-Dispakh. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Aug. 22. —‘ 
Highways which for hundreds of 
miles will be long avenues flanked 
on each side by rows of maples or 
other hardwoods are the dream of 
the Roads Departments of the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec. 

The policy seems to have orig- 
inated with the Ontario farmer who 
has a great love for trees and never 
has ceased to regret the day when 
it was necessary for his forefathers 
to clear the land of as fine a hard- 
wood forest as could be found in 
the world» 

Generations ago, many an On- 
tario farmer at his own expense set 
out a row of saplings along his 
highway boundaries. These today 
form beautiful .venues. The Gov- 
ernment always held aloof from as- 
stance until some six years ago, 
when a farmer Government was in 
office in Ontario and an appropria- 
tion was made to forward the work 
of tree planting along the highways. 
Under the policy, 14,378 trees were 
planted by the Government, the ar- 
rangement being that the Govern- 
ment paid 80 per cent of the cost 
and the counties 20 per cent, the 
same division as in the construc- 
tion of County roads. 

But the tarmers’ Government 
-went out and.a Government come 
| posed chiefly of lawyers and other 
city dwellers came in. On _ the 
ground of economy, they did away 
with the tree planting era, although 
later they modified this decision so 
that now tho Ontario Government 
grants a bonua of 75 cents on each 
tree of approved species providing 
that such tree has becp planted for 
three years, is alive, healthy, of 
good form and planted in accord- 
ance with the regulations of the 
Department and under its direction. 
Trees must of course be on the 
highway. 

No bonuses have yet been claimed 


under this policy, which went into 
effect ontry two years ago. 

The Department of Highways 
also has the power by Act of the 
Legislature to plant trees on a 
provincial highway, making the 
cost part of the cost of repair and 
maintenance, 

The idea, which germi!nated in 
Ontario, has been carried much 
farther in the Province of Quebec, 


which four years ago started an 
extensive program of tree plant- 
ing along highways. In three years 
60,000 young trees have  »becn 
planted. This year 25,000 more 
were put in. And next year it is 
hoped to plant 40,000 trees, which 
will carry the number well over 
the 100,000 mark. 

“Our object is to make the high- 
ways as attractive as possible for 
travelers” said a member of the 
Government. “The planting of 
trees will be continued until all are 
dotted with trees of different kinds

A New Caribbean Policy. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

AM utterly opposed to our present policy 

in Nicaragua. Our Marines have no busi- 
ness there, and surely if any policing is 
necessary, it ought ;jto be done in co-opera- 
tion with our Latin-American friends. This 
nation should not take any steps without 
such co-operation. We should cultivate the 
friendliest relations with our South and 
Central American neighbors. We should 
never do anything that would put us in the 
light of being a “bully,” or of seeking in- 
terests down there to which we are not en- 
titled. 

The administration's course in Mexico 
and Nicaragua has been characterized large- 
ly by mistakes and misunderstandings. With 
regard to Nicaragua, I believe the Presi- 
dent has been misled. American investors 
have largely dictated what the administra- 
tion has done in Mexico and in Nicaragua. 
Under no circumstances should we permit 
these interests to involve us in war or even 
to break off diplomatic relations. 


HAVE never believed in 4ollar diplo- 
macy. It is a selfish policy that in most 
instances is hurtful to our neighbors, and 
lam quite sure in the end will prove equally 
hurtful to us. We want the friendship of 
the people south of us; and while we want 
to trade with them and want them to trade 
with us, we should in all of our dealings 
treat them with such fairness and justice 
as to earn a like treatment from them. I 


‘tirmly believe. we should protect the lives 


and property of our law-abiding nationals in 
foreign countries; but in order to do so 
I do not believe it is necessary to make war 
on the countries in which such nationals 
may live. 

Our course in Nicaragua is an utter per- 
version of the Monroe Doctrine. It is an 
assumption of a right to do Ourselves what 
we deny to European nations. We have not 
left Nicaragua to herself. We have vir- 
tually taken her over. 

Elihu Root has sali: “Clamors for na- 
tional glory from minds too shallow to 
grasp at the same time a sense of national! 
duty invoke the Monroe Doctrine. The in- 
tolerance which demands that contro! over 
the conduct and the opinions of other peo- 
ples, which ts the essence of tyranny. in- 
vokes the Monroe Doctrine. Thoughtiless 
people who see no difference between law- 
ful right and physical power assume that 
the Monroe Doctrine is a warrant for in.- 
terference in the interna! affairs of al] 
weaker nations in the New World. Against 
this supposititious doctrine many protests. 
both in the United States and in South 
America, have been made, and justly made. 
To the real Monroe Doctrine these protests 
have no application.” 


CAN not too strongly commend these 

words of wisdom from a former great 
Secretary of State. The Monroe Doctrine 
gives no Warrant for Our course in Nica- 
ragua. It ts entirely a misconception of that 
doctrine that under it this Government has 
the power to interfere in the interna) affairs 
of a South or Central American Republic 
and govern it by force. or thropgh the form 
of election put a dictator in power. collect 
the revenues, guarantee the bonds, and in 
substance and in fact create a military des- 
potism, such as we have done in Nicaragua. 

Certainly we have no business aiding in 
Nicaragua a revolution which expelled one 
of the duly elected and constitutionally 
elected rulers in that country. Certainly 
we have no business furnishing arms and 
ammunition to One of the revolutionary 
parties there. 

Under the Monroe Doctrine, or under any 
correct poiicy, we should be exceedingly 
just and kind and even generous to our 


. southern neighbors. We do not need any 


of their territory. We do not want any 
of their territory. We should not have any 
of their territory. We should not control 
their elections. We should not collect their 
revenues. We should not run their govern- 
ments, and we have no business interfering 
with their internal affairs except in a help- 
ful and wholly impartial way. 

E had no business putting a former 

American agent in the presidency in 
Nicaragua and then having our Marines 
hold him there by force. We had no busi- 
ness joining a revolution which ran the 
Vice President out of the country. Surely 
we have no business creating neutral] zones 
or spheres of influence in Nicaragua and 
then patrolling them in the interest of our 
own people or of a revolutionary faction. 
We should not permit any of our citizens to 
indulge ir any exploitation of the resources 
of our southern neighbors. With all due 
respect to Secretary Kellogg, I think he is 
utterly mistaken in the attitude he has 
taken in all these matters.

She was Hester 
Prynne in the film version of Haw- 
thorne’s “Scarlet Letter;” and as 
that celebrated gal, one of litera- 
‘Ure's most famous of the galaxy 
who “loved not wisely, but too 
well,” she had her pastor-lover aie 


in herarms. So in “Annie Laurie,” 
when. Miss Gish crouches against 
Norman Kerry's ample abdomen as 
his mighty arms embrace her, she's 
getting the thrill that comes once 
in a picture lifetime. But at that, 
Miss Gish will remain the world’s 
favorite ‘‘die-er’’ in its fight for 
cleaner pictures.
